Farmers Trust Company 
and 
Other Banks Urge Business 
Men To Be Cautious 


W hat ap p arently was a suc­ 
cessful 
check 
forgery 
last 
Saturday, was dev eloped today 
when four checks for $18.25 each 
were presented for paym ent at 
the Farm ers Trust company, and 
no account was on hand 
with 
which to meet the outstanding 
checks. 
All four checks were identical. 
They were 
made out 
in the 
same 
handwriting, 
and 
on 
counter checks from the Farm ­ 
ers Trust company. 
The checks were made payab le 
tc Frank Cross. They were sign­ 
ed, “P. C. Moore.” 
Each check 
was endorsed in an oddly w rit­ 
ten signature, purported to b e 
that of Mr. Cro$s, and b eneath 
was the name, 
“Mrs. Frank 
Cross.” The b ank reported tha t 
the signer, “P. C. Moore” was 
unknown to them. 
Because all four checks were 
identical as to 
amounts, 
and 
names, and all issued Decemb er 
15, it was the b elief tha t they 
were the work of a forger or 
possib ly two persons, as 
the 
writing on the checks was clev ­ 
erly executed. 
The $18.25 checks were cashed 
at the A. & P. store, Main and 
Third streets, the Kroger store 
at 244 N. Main street and also at 
another Kroger store in Rush­ 
v ille, and a t the Sanitary Meat 
Market. In each 
instance the 
b uyer b ought merchandise and 
receiv ed most of the change in 
cash. 
Bankers today were issuing a 
w arning to local firms, not to 
cash any checks unless the p er­ 
son who presented them was

At the time of Mr. Durb in’s 
death, Mrs. Durb in was also ser­ 
iously ill.

Plan^ for the contest provide 
that each department of the Le­ 
g ion, and its aux iliary depart­ 
ment, will be assig ned the name 
of a horse th at has ^ron the 
Derby . There have been fifty - 
"our annual Kentucky Derbies 
and 
this 
approx imately re- 
,jitosents the number of Leg ion 
departments. The horses will be 
assig ned to 
the departments 
probably in alphabetical order. 
Reig h Count was the winner of 
the last Derby . 
The fifty -four entries will be 
assembled at the barrier at 2 p. 
m., 
Wednesday , 
January 
2. 
Their positions will be deter­ 
mined by the standing of their 
membership at th at time, based 
on nationally assig ned 
q uotas. 
The department having the best 
joint percentag e o r q uotas will 
take the rail position. The horses 
will be broug ht down the home 
stretch at 2 p. m., Saturday , May 
18, the actual day and hour for 
the fifty -fifth annual Kentucky 
Derby 
at 
Churchill 
Downs, 
Louisville. 
Winners in the derby will be 
determined on the basis of the 
percentag e of the 19 29 member­ 
ship q uota attained by the var­ 
ious Leg ion and Aux iliary de­ 
partments. 
These 
percentag es 
will be averag ed to g ive 
the 
standing of the horse the 
de­ 
partm ent represents. Under this 
plan it is q uite possible for any 
Leg ion or Aux iliary department 
to make a hig h percentag e y et a 
low averag e should the co-oper­ 
ating org anization of th at de­ 
partm ent make a low percent­ 
ag e. As an ex ample, should an 
Aux iliary department 
make a 
percentag e of 150 and the Leg icn 
department 100, the resulting 
averag e for 
the 
department 
would be 125 in the race. 
Details of the contest are now 
being worked out by 
National 
Headq uarters. A list of the prizes 
will soon be announced. It has

Tabulation of the votes cast in the Novem­ 
ber presidential election is at last complete. 
It 
reveals one rather surprising fact; 
the Socialist 
party polled a total, throughout the nation, of 
only 300,000 votes. 
Norman Thomas, Socialist candidate 
this 
year, was probably the ablest m an tha t party 
ever named as a standard bearer. 
He made a 
strong campaign. In some sections of the coun­ 
try there 
was acute industrial distress, which 
might have been ex pected to swell the radical 
protest vote. 
Yet the Socialist party polled its 
lowest vote since 1894. 
Why should this be? . W hat has happened, 
anyhow, to give the Socialist party pernicious 
anemia? 
Probably it is because the fundam ental tenet 
of Marx ian socialism—that the workers form a 
distinct class of the population, with aims dia­ 
metrically opposite to those of the upper classes 
—is entirely out of line with modern American 
thought. 
In Europe the worker is “class conscious.” 
He feels a solidarity with his brother workers; 
he feels that the capitalists are forever looking 
for an opportunity to crush him, and he uses 
his vote to gain every advantage he can. 
But in this country there is little of this 
solidarity. 
The worker is more apt to look on 
himself as a future employer. He knows tha t if 
he has the ability and determ ination he will 
rise; and if he stays a worker he knows tha t he 
will earn more wages than his European brother 
has ever dared dream of. 
$ 
It used to be said that Napoleon’s 
army 
was so successful because every private carried 
a m arshal’s baton in his knapsack. 
The same 
thing applies to American workers. 
Each one 
feels that he may some day be a capitalist. Ac­ 
cordingly, Socialism fails utterly to prosper here, 
If conditions ever change and opportunity is 
shut off—that may be another story. But under 
present conditions, Socialism cannot grow.

ands of Filipinos to m ark 
the 
front doors of their homes with 
white crosses. 
The story of the headless sis­ 
ters, who are called the Tatlong 
Marias, or Three Marys, b egan to 
circulate a few weeks ttgo. 
It 


spread like wild fire, and today 
fully 75 percent of the 
homes 
in and around 
M anila 
are 
m arked with crosses. 
According to those who hav e 
placed the 
crosses 
on 
their 
doors, the sisters are 
making 
nightly calls, and the 
person 
who answers their knock at the 
door will b e stricken with a fa­ 
tal illness. But, if a white cross 
is upon the door the sisters will 
pass tha t residence b y. 
Most of the crosses hav e b een 
drawn w ith white 
chalk, 
b ut 
some hav e b een painted and 
a 
few hav e b een made of flowers. 
The crosses range from simple 
to elab orate. Some consist 
of 
just two straight lines. Others 
hav e b een executed artistically 
'a n d with much care. 
The story of the three sisters 
has had the effect of 
curb ing 


neighb orly v isits in the ev ening. 
Fearing tha t they m ight 
find 
the dreaded phantom s on their 
threshold, people answer knocks 
a t the door after nightfall only 
with the greatest of reluctance. 
Ev en more incredulous, 
and 
also more, serious, is a supersti­ 
tion disclosed in a recent Phil­ 
ippine constab ulary report from 
Dav ao, M indanao, in the south­ 
ern part of archipelago. 
The report said tha t a Chinese 
store owner and three other per­ 
sons had b een killed b y the Atas, 
a pagan m ountain trib e, to ful­ 
fill a superstition tha t a 
wife 
m ust b e b uried with the hands 
of four m urdered persons in or­ 
der to enter paradise.

Each check 
was endorsed in an oddly writ- 
ten signature, purported to/ be 
that of Mr. Cross, and beneath 
was the name, "Mrs. Frank 
Cross." The bank reported that 
the signer, "P. C. Moore" was 
unknown to them. 


Because all four checks were 


identical as to amounts, 
and 


names, and all issued December 
15, it was the belief that they 
were the work of a forger or 
possibly two persons, as Ins 
writing on the checks was clev- 
erly executed.

WHY SOCIALISM DOESN'T GROW 


Tabulation of the votes cast in the Novem- 


ber presidential election is at last complete. It 
reveals one rather' surprising fact; tlie Socialist 
party polled a total; throughout the nation, of 
only 300,000 votes. 


Norman Thomas, Socialist candidate this 


year, was probably the ablest man that party 
ever named as a standard bearer. He made a 
strong campaign. In some sections of the coun- 
try there was acute industrial distress, which 
might have been expected to swell the radical 
protest vote. Yet the Socialist party polled its 
lowest vote since 1894. 


Why should this be? . What has happened, 


anyhow, to give the Socialist party pernicious 
anemia? 


Probably it is because the fundamental tenet 


of Marxian socialism—that the workers form a 
distinct class of the population, with aims dia- 
metrically opposite to those of the upper classes 
—is entirely out of line with modern American 
thought. 


In Europe the worker is "class conscious." 


He feels a solidarity with his brother workers; 
he feels that the capitalists are forever looking 
for an opportunity to crush him, and he uses 
his vote to gain every advantage he can. " 


But in this country there is little of this 


solidarity. The worker is more apt to look on 
himself as a future employer. He knows that if 
he has the ability and determination he will 
rise; and if he stays a worker he knows that he 
will earn more wages than his European brother 
has ever dared dream of. 
• .$) 


It used to be said that Napoleon's army 


was so successful because every private carried 
a marshal's baton in his knapsack. The same 
thing applies to American workers. Each one 
feels-that he may some day be a capitalist. Ac- 
cordingly, Socialism fails utterly to prosper here, 


If conditions ever change and opportunity is 


shut off—that may be another story. But under 
present conditions, Socialism cannot grow.
